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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Note that, the Examiner's Amendment is sufficient to place the instant claims in 
condition for allowance. 

Of the references of record, the most pertinent is Arvanitidou et al (US 
6,627,589). Arvanitidou et al teach an antibacterial stain removing liquid dish cleaning 
composition with desirable cleansing and de-staining properties comprising a C8-C18 
ethoxylated alkyl ether sulfate, two anionic surfactant, a betaine surfactant, a hydroxy 
containing organic acid, hydrogen peroxide, an alkyl polyglycoside surfactant, a 
preservative, at least one solubilizer, and water. However, Arvanitidou et al requires 
requires the presence of a betaine surfactant (i.e. zwitterionic surfactant) and alkyl 
polyglycoside surfactant while the compositions as recited by the instant claims 
expressly exclude the presence of these components. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest a 
cleaning compositions containing a sodium salt of a C8-C16 alkyl benzene sulfonate, a 
magnesium salt of a C8-C16 alkyl benzene sulfonate, an ammonium salt of an 
ethoxylated C8-C18 alkyl ether sulfate, an amine oxide surfactant, a solubilizing agent, 
water, and the other requisite components of the composition in the specific proportions 
as recited by the instant claims wherein the compositions do not contain a myriad of 
specific compounds as recited by instant claim 1 . Accordingly, since the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest such a composition as recited by the instant claims, the instant claims 
are deemed allowable.
